In  baseball  and  tennis  we  took  second 
place.  Although  we  were  not  first  in  everything, 
we  were  by  no  means  a  rival  not  worth  consider- 
ing.

FOOTBALL. 

In  '01  our  football  team  won  the  sub-league, 
and,  as  is  generally  conceded,  would  have  won 
the  championship  of  the  A.  A.  L.  had  it  had  a 
few  minutes  longer  to  play.  The  championship 
game,  although  in  some  respects  ragged,  was  in 
many  ways  above  the  standard  of  ordinary"prep" 
school  football.  Half  of  the  players  of  this  team 
left  us  at  the  close  of  last  term,  but  there  are  still 
enough  left  to  form  the  basis  of  a  splendid  team, 
one  that  will  beat  Oakland  by  a  higher  score  than 
2-0.

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THE   RELATION   OF  THE  ALUMNI  TO 
OUR  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


The  Alumni  of  any  school  has  an  opportunity 
of  helping  in  many  ways. 

Every  alumnus  can  use  his  influence,  however 
small,  for  the  good  of  the  school  of  which  he  is  a 
graduate.  The  Alumni  should  do  this.  They 
should  make  personal  endeavors  for  the  welfare 
of  the  school  and  should  give  it  their  moral  and 
financial  support.  Their  lives  should  be  such  as 
will  reflect  honor  on  their  school.  They  should 
be  interested  in  theatricals,  debating,  societies, 
track  work,  etc.,  should  stand  up  and  support 
every  undertaking,  and  should  in  every  way  strive 
for  the  school's  advancement. 

Many  of  the  Alumni  have  during  their  years  of 
school  formed  lasting  friendships  with  their 
teachers,  and  through  them  as  well  as  by  other 
means  they  are  enabled  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
school  and  know  what  is  going  on  there. 

Those  who  come  from  smaller  towns  to  High 
School  should  on  their  return  use  their  influence 
among  their  friends  and  assure  them  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  an  education.
